FLUID  MILK  PRICE  REPORT 

EOR  FEBRUARY  1940 


The  fluid  milk  market  in  early  February  was  relatively  steady,  the 
Agricultural  Marketing  Service  says.     In  the  Northeast  there  were  some 
raises  in  the  prices  paid  to  producers  for  class  1  milk  as  well  as  in  the 
retail  price.     But  in  the  Middle  West  the  trend  was  downward. 

In  New  England  a  price  rise  followed  an  amended  order  under  the 
Federal-State  marketing  program.     Fluid  milk  prices  in  Boston  and  Lawrence- 
Lowell  were  increased  40  cents  per  hundred  in  class  1  prices  paid  to  pro- 
ducers.    In  Manchester,  New  Hampshire,  an  increase'  of  35  cents  per  cwt. 
was  reported,  and  in  Portsmouth,  New  Hampshire,  an  increase  of    23  cents 
per  cwt.   (flat  price)  was  noted.     These  increases  in  the  prices  paid  pro- 
ducers were  accompanied  "by  an  increase  of  1  cent  per  quart  in  the  retail 
price. 

At  Rochester,  New  York,  an  increase  of  35  cents  per  cwt.  on  the 
class  1  price  paid  to  producers  war;  reported,  with  no  accompanying  in- 
crease in  retail  price  per  quart  in  that  market.     An  increase  of  1  cent 
per  quart  on  the  retail  price  took  place  in  late  December. 

In  the  Middle  West  decreases  in  the  class  1  price  paid  to  producers 
were  reported  at  Akron,  Ohio,  Topeka,  Kansas,  St.  Joseph,  Missouri,  and 
Lexington,  Kentucky.     These  declines  were  accompanied  "by  a  1  cent  .decrease 
in  the  reported  price  of  milk  per  quart,  except  at  Lexington. 

The  decreases  in  the  prices  paid  prodticers  for  class  1  milk  were: 
Akron,  Ohio,  33-^  cents  per  cwt.,  Topeka,  Kansas,  35  cents  per  cwt.,  St. 
Joseph,  Missouri,  45  cents  per  cwt.,  effective  January  16,  and  Lexington, 
Kentucky,  10  cents  per  cwt.   (flat  price). 

The  Federal  Marketing  Agreement  for  the  handling  of  milk  in  the 
Washington,  D.  C. ,  marketing  area  he came  effective  February  1. 

In  New  York  City,  which  recently  began  using  larger  containers  for 
delivery  of  milk,  reports  indicate  sizeable  gains- in  distribution  of  milk. 
In  Chicago  savings  may  be  effected  by  the  consumers'  use  of  larger  units 
of  delivery  than  the  quart,  with' prices  per  quart  delivered  at  homes  at 
13  cents,  half-gallon  container  23  cents,  and  1  gallon  container  40  cents. 

Reports  from  crop  correspondents  indicate  that  the  increase  in 
milk  production  Jan.  1-Feb;.  1  was  less  than  2  per  cent.     This  is  the 
smallest  seasonal  increase  for  the  period  in  recent  years  except  193?, 
when  drought  had  curtailed  feed  supplies.

FLUID  MILK  MARKET  REPORT 

FOR  MARCH  1940 

Fluid  milk  markets  this  March  are  characterized  "by  a  moderately 
steady  tone  and  relatively  few  price  changes,   the  Agricultural  Marketing 
Service  reports.     This  is  in  rather  marked  contrast  to  March  last  year, 
when  increasing  milk  supplies  and  a  lagging  demand  resulted  in  decreases 
in  both  class  1  and  retail  prices  in  numerous  markets. 

The  few  changes  reported  for  March  this  year  are  small  and  of 
relatively  little  significance.     Eastern  markets  were  all  unchanged,  hut 
in  the  Middle  West  a  decrease  of  30  cents  per  cwt.   in  the  class  1  price 
paid  producers  and  1  cent  per  quart  in  the.  retail  price  to  consumers  was 
reported  for  Canton,  Ohio.     The  flat  price  paid  producers  for  ail  milk 
"bought  in  the' Lexington,  Kentucky,  market  was  down  16  cents  per  cwt. , 
hut  no  change  in  the  retail  price  was  reported.     In  St.  'Louis,  however, 
the  price  paid  producers  was  unchanged,  hut  the  delivered  retail  price 
was  up  one- half  cent  per.  quart. 

The  market  in  Tulsa,  Oklahoma  was  slightly  mixed,  with  a  decrease 
of  4  cents  per  cwt.   in  the  price  paid  producers  for  class  1  milk  reported 
on  only  a  part  of  the  supply.     Also,  a  range  of  10  to  11  cents  per  quart 
in  the  retail  delivered  price  was  reported  on  a  part  of  the  supply,  while 
the  remainder  was  unchanged  from  the  11  cents  price  quoted  in  the  preced- 
ing month.     A  similar  situation  likewise  prevailed  at  Port  Worth,  Texas. 
An  increase  of  15  cents  per  cv/t.  on  the  cla.ss  1  price  was  reported  on  a 
part  of  the  supply,  while  the  "balance  remained  unchanged.     The  increase 
on  4  percent  milk  was  only  10  cents  per  cwt. ,  hut  the  allowance  on  the 
"butter fat  variation  was  changed  so  as  to  result  in  a  larger  increase  on 
milk  having  a  hutterfat  content  of  3*5  percent. 

The  remaining  changes  were  in  markets  in  the  western  States. 
These  included  a  decrease  of  24  cents  per  cwt.   in  the  class  1  price  at 
Colorado  Springs,   Colorado,  accompanied  "by  a  decrea.se  of  1  cent  per 
quart  in  the  retail  price.     A  small  increase  of  3  cents  per  cwt.  was  re- 
ported for  Santa  Barbara,  California.     The  retail  price  was  unchanged* 

Among  recent  developments  in  the  regulatory  field  of  the  fluid 
milk  markets  was  an  announcement  of  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Adminis- 
tration of  a  joint  Eederal-State  public  hearing  scheduled  for  February 
29  at  New  York  City.     This  meeting  was  called  to  consider  amendments  to 
the  present  Federal-State  order,  regulating  the  handling  of  milk  in  the 
New  York  metropolitan  area.     An  important  point  up( for  review  was  the 
provision  in  the  present  order  for  a  seasonal  increase  in  the  price 'paid 
producers  which  automatically  takes  place  on  May  1.     The  results  of  this 
meeting  have  not  yet  he en  announced.  ' ' 

Another  announcement  was  the  acceptance  by  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture of  offers  made  by  39  milk  handlers  in  the  Chicago  market  for 
Federal  payments  on  milk  distributed  to  consumers  on  relief  rolls.  This 
acceptance  was  for  a  payment  of  2.3  cents  per  quart,  which  is  in  addition 
to  5  cents  per  quart  paid  by  the  Chicago  relief  commission.  Distributors 
whose  offers  were  accepted  will  pay  producers  about  3  cents  per  quart  for 
milk  distributed  under  this  arrangement.

MILK  MARKET  REPORT 

FOR  APRIL  1940 


Seasonal  declines  in  fluid  milk  prices  are  Decerning  mere  noticeable,  the 
Agricultural  Marketing  Service  states  in  its  Fluid  Milk  Price  Report  for  April, 
The  declines  range  from  a  low- of  14  cents  per  hundredweight  to  a  high  of  30  cents 
per  hundredweight  on  class  1  prices  to  producers.     The  declines  in  retail  prices 
were  mostly  1  cent  per  quart.     The  number  of  markets  reporting  lower  prices,  and 
the  reductions  reported,  are  about  average  for  this  time  of  the  year.     Other  than 
the  seasonal  changes,  the  April  fluid  milk  markets  are  relatively    stable  and  in 
marked  contrast  with  a  year  earlier,  when  conditions  were  extremely  unsettled  and 
fluid  milk  prices  were  dropping  sharply. 

Prices  remained  unchanged  in  the  New  England  States,  but  a  number  of 
markets  in  the  Middle  Atlantic  States  reported  reduced  prices.     These  included 
Buffalo,  New  York  and  Pittsburgh,  Reading  and  Wilkes  Barre  in  Pennsylvania,  all 
of  which  are  operating  under  state  milk  control  boards.     In  Buffalo,  the  class  1 
price  to  producers  for  3.5  percent  milk  was  reduced  by  35  cents  per  hundredweight. 
Retail  prices  remained  unchanged.     In  Pennsylvania  the  class  1  price  to  producers 
supplying  the  Pittsburgh  and  McKeesport  markets- was  lowered  30  cents  per  hundred- 
weight for  3.5  percent  milk  and  the  retail  price  1  cent  per  quart.     The  class  1 
price  at  Wilkes  Barre  dropped  25  cents  per  hundredweight,  and  the  retail  price 
1  cent  per  quart.    Retail  prices  at  Reading  remained  unchanged,  but  the  class  1 
price  was  down  25  cents  per  hundredweight. 

Other  markets  reporting  lower  prices  are  widely  scattered  geographically, 
and  in  three  instances  the  changes  became  effective  the  latter  half  of  March  and 
after  the  March  Fluid  Milk  Price  Report  was  issued.     On  March  16  the  class  1  price 
at  Minneapolis  was  reduced  25  cents  per  hundredweight,  and  the  retail  price  2  cents 
per  quart.     In  April  the  retail  price  of  the  sister-city,  St,  Paul,  was  reduced 
1  cent  per  quart,  so  that  now  the  retail  price  of  10  cents  per  quart  Is  the  same 
in  both  cities.     The  April  class  1  prices  for  Minneapolis  and  St.  Paul  have  not 
as  yet  been  announced. 

The  second  market  to  show  a  late  March  price  change  is  Cleveland.     On  March 
18  the  class  1  price  at  that  point  was  reduced  -^0  cents  per  hundredweight  and  the 
retail  price  1  cent  per  quart.     This  was  followed  on  the  22nd  by  a  decrease  of 
20  cents  per  hundredweight  in  the  class  1  price  and  1  cent  per  quart  in  the  retail 
price  at  Kansas  City,  Missouri. 

Another  city  in  Minnesota  to  report  lower  prices,  but  those  in  April,  is 
Winona.    The  Winona  April  price  to  producers  was  decreased  by  27  cents  per  hundred- 
weight for  3.5  percent  milk,  and  the  retail  price  delivered  to  hones,  1  cent  per 
quart.     The  flat  price  paid  producers  at  Lexington,  Kentucky  was  dropped  14  cents 
per  hundredweight,  but  the  retail  price  remained  unchanged. 

The  only  market  to  show  a  contra-seasonal  change  in  prices  during  April 
is  Baltimore,  and  there  the  retail  price  on  milk  delivered  at  hones  was  raised 
1  cent  per  quart,  and  at  stores  2  to  3  cents  per  quart.    These  increases  repre- 
sent an  upward  adjustment  of  retail  prices  following  a  period  of  unsettled  con- 
ditions rather  than  any  response  to  the  influences  of  supply  and  demand.  Baltimore 
retail  prices,  however,  are  still  less  than  those  that  prevailed  prior  to  December 
1939  when  a  2  cent  reduction  in  the  retail  price  delivered  to  homes  was  announced.

FLUID  MILK  MARKET 

FOR    MAY-  1S40 

A  number  of  additional  markets  reported  s ease  nal&^feeilho s  in  fluid  milk 
prices  during  Hay,  according  to  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service.    As  in  April, 
however,  "both  the  number  of  such  declines  and  the  extent  of  the  reductions  were 
comparatively  moderate  and  about  what  should  bo  expected  at  this  time  of  the  year. 
Supplies  of  fluid  milk  are  increasing  seasonally,  but  due  to  late  pastures  in  most 
areas,  the  increase  so  far  this  year  has  been  smaller  than  that  of  a  year  earlier 
when  surplus  milk  was  becoming  quite  a  problem  in  a  number  of  markets. 

In  the  East,  both  New  York  and  Boston  reported  lower  prices.    The  class  1 
price  to  producers  in  the  New  York  milk  shed  was  lowered  37  cents  per  cwt.  This 
was  provided  for  in  a  recent  amendment  to  the  Federal-State  program  for  regulating 
the  handling  of  milk  in  that  market,  and  was  25  cents  per  cwt.  less  than  the  reduc- 
tion that  would  ipave  been  made  under  the  terms  of  the  original  order  on  the  basis 
of  present  and  prospective  butter  prices  during  the  summer  months.     The  retell 
price  to  consumers  in  New  York  City  dropped  1/2  cent  per  quart.    The  class  1  price 
at  Boston  was  decreased  40  cents  per  cwt. ,  as  announced  on  January  19,  1940.  The 
retail  price  was  lowered  1  cent  per  quart. 

Other  Eastern  markets  to  report  lower  prices  in  May  include  the  Federal 
regulated  markets  of  Lawrence  and  Lowell,  Mass.  with  a  decrease  of  39  cents  per  cwt. 
in  class  1  price  and  1  cent  per  quart  in  the  retail  price.    Also  included  is 
Portsmouth,  N.H. ,  with  a  decrease  of  23  cents  per  cwt.  in  the  flat  price  and  1  cent 
per  quart  in  the  retail  price.     The  class  1  price  at  Manchester  dropped  34  cents 
per  cwt.,  and  the  retail  price  1  cent  per  quart.     The  butterfat  differential  at 
Baltimore,  Md.  was  changed  from  5  cents  per  one-tenth  of  a  point  variation  up  or 
down,  to  4  cents  for  such  variation.    At  the  sane  tine,  the  class  1  price  for  3.5 
percent  milk  was  decreased  7  cents  per  cwt.    The  retail  price  was  unchanged.  The 
class  1  price  at  Roanoke,  Va.  was  reduced  17  cents  per  cwt.,  but  without  any  change 
in  the  retail  price. 

In  the  Middle  West,  the  Cleveland,  Ohio  market  was  reported  as  being  un- 
settled, with  the  probability  that  lower  prices  would  be  announced  during  the  latter 
part  of  May.     The  Columbus,  Ohio  market,  however,  reported  a  decrease  of  30  cents 
per  cwt.   in  late  April,  and  a  1  cent  per  quart  decrease  in  the  retail  price.  A 
decrease  of  40  cents  per  cwt.  was  reported  in  class  1  price  at  Cincinnati  during 
May,  but  so  far  the  retail  price  remains  unchanged. 

An  unsettled  market  was  likewise  reported  for  Wheeling,  W..  Va. ,  with  a 
tentative  class  1  price  of  $2,10  per  Cwt.,  a  decrease  of  30  cents  from  the  April  . 
price.     This  decrease  is  being  accompanied  with  a  drop  of  1  cent  per  quart  in  the 
retell  price. 

Other  scattered  markets  showed  lower  prices.     The  flat  price  at  Lexington, 
Ky.  was  reported  as  being  10  cents  per  cwt,  lower,  and  the  class  1  price  at 
Burlington,  Iowa,  25  cents  per  cwt.  lower.    Both  markets  reported  no  change  in  re- 
tail prices.     The  class  1  price  at  Indianapolis,  Ind*  was  reduced  36  cents  per  cwt., 
and  the  retail  price  1  cent  per  quart.     In  the  far  West,  San  Francisco,  Calif,  re- 
ported a  decrease  of  24  cents  per  cwt.  in  the  class  1  price,  and  l/2  cent  per 
quart  in  the  retail  price. 

A  decrease  of  20  cents  per  cwt.  in  the  flat  price  paid  producers  of  the 
El  Paso,  Tex.  market  became  effective  on  April  16.    On  the  same  date,  retail  prices 
were  lowered  2  cents  per  quart.    Another  market  to  show  a  late  April  decrease  is 
Minneapolis,  Minn.    Retail  prices  in  that  city  were  lowered  1  cent  per  quart  on 
April  16.     The  class  1  price  of  the  Minneapolis  market  was  not  changed  during

FLUID  MILK  MARKET  i  REPORT  \ 

FOR  JUNE  1940 

Fluid  milk  markets  in  June  were  characterized  "by  a  relatively  small 
number  of  price  changes,  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  reports.    A  few 
widely  separated  cities  reported  lower  Class  1  prices  paid,  to  producers  and  re- 
tail prices  to  consumers.     In  general,  however,  the  spring  decline  appears  to 
have  run  its  course  and  prices  are  now  holding  steady  at  summer  levels. 

Very  little  regional  continuity  was  shown  among  the  markets  reporting 
lower  prices  the  latter  part  of  May  and  in  June.    These  markets  included 
Washington,  D.  C,  with  a  decrease  of  3  cents  per  hundredweight;  Canton,  Ohio, 
35  cents;  and  Fort  Worth,  Texas,  10  cents.     The  flat  price  paid  producers  for  all 
milk  delivered  to  distributors  in  Shreveport,  Louisiana  was  also  dropped  20  cents 
per  hundredweight  effective  May  21.    The  3-cent  decrease  reported  for  Washington, 
D.C.,  however,  was  due  to  the  lowering  of  premiums  paid  producers  over  that 
"base  for  meeting  certain  specified  conditions,  rather  than  to  a  change  in  the 
established  Class  1  price  "base. 

Changes  in  retail  prices  were  reported  in  Minneapolis,  Minn,  and  Canton, 
Cincinnati  and  Cleveland,  Ohio.    The  retail  price  at  Minneapolis  was  reported 
to  be  1  cent  per  quart  higher,  but  a  decrease  of  1  cent  per  quart  was  reported 
for  all  of  the  three  Ohio  markets.    The  change  in  Canton  and  Cleveland  was  made 
as  of  May  16,  and  that  of  Cincinnati  early  in  May,  although  not  reported  last 
month  when' a  decrease  of  40  cents  per  hundredweight  in -the  Class  1  price  paid 
producers  in  that  market  was  shown.    In  Cleveland,  which  reported  a.  drop  in 
the  retail  price  on  May  16,  the  Class  1  price  was  reported  to  be  undetermined; 
and  neither  had  the  Class  1  price  been  determined  in  Minneapolis,  Minn. , 
although  an  increase  of  1  cent  per  quart  in  the  retail  price  became  effective 
in  early  June.    The  Richmond,  Virginia,  market  reported  an  increase  of  6  cents 
per  'iCwti  in  the  Class  1  price.    Apparently  this  increase  is  being  absorbed 
by  distributors,  as  retail  prices  remained  unchanged. 

Milk  production  during  May  showed  more  than  the  usual  seasonal  increase 
according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.    Production  on  June  1  set  a  new  high       .  , 
record  on  that  date,  both  on  the  basis  of  total  daily  production  and  average 
production  per  capita.    Production  was  particularly  heavy  in  some  of  the  important 
fluid  milk  producing  areas.    The  Weekly  Butter  Production. Report  in  early  June 
showed  a  sharp  increase  over  a  year  earlier  in  the  production  of  butter  in  such 
areas.    Apparently  the  supplies  of  surplus- fluid- milk- and  cream  are  increasing 
rapidly,  but  in  view  of  the-  small-  stocks • of  butter  in  cold  storage  compared 
with  those  of  a  year  earlier,  and  also  the  corresponding  5-r-year  (1935-39)  aver- 
age, those  supplies  are  being  absorbed  without  difficulty  in  the.  production 
of  butter  and  other'  manufactured  dairy  products'.
